BvopeNy Deatn oF A YouNd PHILA-
DELTHIA JoURNALIST.— We are called upon to
ublish the sad announcemeut of the demise of
r. George Collier Bower, a distineuigshed young
journalist of this city. Mr. Bower died suddenly
this morning, of heart disense, at the residence
of hw tather, northepst corner of sixth and
Vioe streete.  Mre. Bower hal not yet reached
the prime of manhood; he wis yvet o single
man: and he wae beloved by all who knew
him, He combined rare  qoalities of
intellect with the swectest of  dis
IORITIONE, His nature was  entively free
,rr.-m guile, and his innocence of thought and
habit, speech and action, were really child-
like, George Colller Bower wns a native of
Philadelphia; he received n common school
gducation, and entered into the study of phar
macy with his father ewrly in life, He made
rapid progress In thig important science, but his
comprehensive mind  meandered into  other
studies, and Mr, Bower soon became
one of our most proticient phonographic
reporters, Seven years ago he commenced his
journaiistic life as reporter for political ocan-
varses,  His worth soon bhecame apparent, and
he atinched nimsell to the local stafl of the
Evening Budetin, where he at once took
rank as a facile and necomplished writer. Later
he was engaged on the Phnladalpbia fnquirer, and
on that paper achieved his most notable sne-
cesges,  Boon ailer the commencement ol the
Rebellion, Mr. Bower was sent to the front as
the principal speeinl war correspondent of the
Philadelphia Inquirer, and his letters from the
Army of the Potomac gave their author a proud
name for a pleasant and truthinl style. His
letters were always looked for with gnxiety, and
rend with eatisfoction. The writer of this un-
worthy notice met Mr, Bower on maoy &
bloody field of bsttle, and always found
him {sr in the front, with note-book
in  hand, graphically chronicling  the
posging events: amidst the lury of battle he wis
utterly devoid of fear. A more intrepid nod
nobly warlike nature conld not have been found
in the ranks than that possessed by the lamented
voung subject of onr gketch. In one of the
bloodiest conflicts near Richmond, while spur-
ring his steed into the very flame of the enemy's
musketry, he was severely wounded, and Gene-
ral Heintzelmun urged him to retire, but the
brave boy pushed on, holding bimsell- up, a8 he
said, “by grit,” until he had obtalned full par-
ticulars of the battle, and 4 list of the casualties
for the next day’s Inquirer,

Mr, Bower was a partioular friend of Hon. H.
J. Raymond, and served as a special war cors
respondent of the New York Times, with ereat
acceptability, 1or a cansiderable length of time,
Affer seyving in  his  jonrnalistic capacity
thronghout all the enmpaigns of the Army of
the Poromao, Mr. Bowér rettirned to his home in
Philadelphinand his services were at once secured
a8 loeal editor ot Tur PENADRLFHIA EVENING
TeLLarAPH, In which ‘position he served [aith-
fully and ably until his failing health forced
him to relimguish is  favorite profession.
During the past six or eight months he hos suf
fered severely at times with the disease which
canred his death,

We have only epace to add that Mr, Bower
was i true Christian; tull of £lial, raternal, and
hrnmane affection—nn honest man and & trosty
friend. )

He was one of the oldest members of the Press
Club ot Philadelphia, sud was eleoted the first
Secretary of thut organization, A specinl meet-
ing of the Ctub has been ealled to do honor to
the memory of the decensed.
